Your Oddship, Brethren, and Guests. 

ONCE more I find myself in the posi- 
tion of introducing an "infinitely- 
little" subject to the "infinitely- 
great '* minds of the Odd Volumes and their 
friends. Nevertheless, I feel that no apology 
is needed for the matter I have chosen on 
which to discourse to you for a few minutest, 
while digestion is doing, let us hope, its 
perfect work ; for it is impossible to believe 
that there is an O. V. with soul so dead as not to 
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rememberwith affectionatepleasurethe books 
which charmed and delighted him in those 
early days when his expanding mind was 
receiving impressions with the freshness and 
enjoyment which, alas ! so soon wear off 
with his more ripened years. Nor can I 
imagine that the years which have rolled by 
since those days have left us such high-and- 
dry old fogies that we cannot take a keen 
interest in the books that are being provided 
for the amusement and edification of the 
present inmates of the nursery and the 
school-room. 

Upon the table before you I have arranged 
several examples,^ from the past time down 
to the present, of coloured picture-books for 
children. They are divided into three 
groups, representing the Eariy^ the Middle^ 
and the Modem Periods^ as I have called

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them for convenience of classification, and 
upon each of these I shall have a few words 
to say to you. 

Not until more than half a century after 

the making of books for children became 

a special branch of business under the 

guiding hand and directing brain of John 

Newbery, was the art of the colourer 

called in for the adornment of their little 

volumes. Some of these examples of the 

early period, such as the small quartos in 

Harris's Cabinet, or that wonderful specimen 

in flowery and gilt Dutch paper binding, are 

quite as old as the century, if not a little 

older ; and, rude as the treatment is, it was 

evidently welcomed as a pleasant innovation, 

if one may judge from the numbers which 

were disposed of year by year. Some of 

these, such as "Marmaduke Multipl/s Merry 

Method," were from engraved copper plates, 

almost wholly in outline, and of course 

coloured by hand, others were illustrated by 
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wood engravings. For many years the en- 
graver was instructed to cut his blocks for 
juvenile books as boldly as possible, avoiding 
detail, so as to leave plenty of white space in 
which the colourer could display the resources 
of his art. I have fortunately found in the 
archives of the house of the successors to 
Newbery & Harris some specimens of hand- 
coloured pictures, one of which is given as a 
frontispiece to this opusadum. 

From twenty to sixty years ago, the "penny 
plain and twopence coloured" principle 
obtained with nearly all the illustrated books 
for children, and this will account in some 
measure for the want of detail and finish 
noticeable in many of the pictures, although, 
of course, the engravers' art had not then 
reached that beautiful state of perfection 
to which it has attained in these days. 
During all this time, the colourer, whose 
location was about the Pentonville district, 
or in some of the poorer streets near 
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Leicester Square, flourished, but he has now 
ahnost disappeared, and his is almost an 
extinct industry. You will see upon the table 
some specimens of colouring by means of 
stencil-plates, but the greater part was done 
by the brush in the ordinary way. 

I must not, however, linger over this 
period, though to many these old-fashioned 
books possess a greater charm than the more 
finished and more beautiful productions of 
the present time. The quaint dresses and 
the quainter attitudes in the illustrations, 
the prim, formal, and didactic style of the 
writing, the oddity of the binding, are all 
interesting and delightful; and in turning 
over these pages we seem to breathe the 
spirit of that quieter age when no railway 
trains were rushing about the country, no 
telegraphic wires were flashing messages to 
and fro, and when there was really time to 
live, and move, and enjoy existence. 

Before I deal with the middle or " Ante- 
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Crane and Caldecott" period, as I have 
called it, I wish to direct your attention to 
one book which comes about midway, as it 
were. I refer to the world-famous "Struw- 
welpeter" of Dr. Hoffman — "Shockheaded 
Peter," which for the past thirty to forty 
years has retained an undiminished popula- 
rity. As crude as the earliest of the colour- 
books which I can show you, it charms and 
delights every little one that sees it, and I 
should not be surprised if it continues to be 
a favourite long after the finished and artistic 
books of to-day are forgotten. It is pro- 
duced by stencil-plates in the old-fashioned 
way, and an attempt made some years ago 
to induce the public to buy a more artis- 
tically-printed edition resulted in failure and 
loss to the publisher, who was obliged to 
return to the old methods. It is said that 
in Germany alone 30,000 copies of this book 
are sold annually. 
The discovery by Senefdder, towards the 
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ead of the last century, of the art of litho* 
graphy was destined to make great changes 
in the manufacture of books ; but it was not 
imtil considerably after the mtroduction of 
steam lithography, about thirty or more 
3rears ago, that a new departure in picture- 
books for the young took place. I show on 
the table some specimens of the toy-books 
which came into vogue about that period, 
and were produced in enormous numbers 
and in countless varieties. These mark 
what I have called the "Middle Period" of 
the history of colour-books* The firms of 
Eoutledge, Wame, Dean, and others have 
been famous for these books. The first- 
named firm began in about 1856 to produce 
toy-books coloured by hand. About i860 
they began to employ lithography, and 
many thousands of their old series are 
still turned out yearly, although books in 
the modem style are &st displacing them. 
It is interesting here to note that the 
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most popular toy-books have ever been 
those which illustrate the old nursery rhymes 
and stories ; — this is not only exem- 
plified in the older books, but is also true 
of the famous Caldecott and other modem 
series. For some years these toy-books 
continued their popularity, and an examina- 
tion of them will not impress one with a very 
exalted idea of the state of English art during 
that period. 

But with the modem revival of art in this 
country came better picture-books for the 
nursery. The garish, cmde, inartistic toy- 
book was destined to give place to the sweet 
influences of Caldecott and Crane, and I 
need only refer to their world-renowned pic- 
ture-books, which I have placed by them- 
selves upon the table, to show you that I 
have now reached the third, or the '' Modem 
Period " of the history of colour-books for 
children. For a while these two masters 
held the field against all comers, and by 
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many their picture-books are considered to 
touch the high-water mark of excellence; but 
it was the publication in 1879 ^^ Yi2X^ 
Greenaway's "Under the Window" that 
opened the floodgates for the torrent of 
colour-books which is now annually poured 
forth. I have arranged specimens of these 
according to the years in which they were 
published, and those of you who may care 
to do so can mark the progress which has 
been made in the mechanical part of their 
production, and can see how each success 
has been imitated and plagiarised. 

Some of these books, such as those printed 
by Edmund Evans, are from engraved blocks 
and plates, but the majority are produced by 
lithography, and — as no less an authority than 
Mr. Gladstone has said that " the most in- 
teresting of all manufactures is the manu-^ 
facture, apart from the production, of books. 
To achieve progress in such a manufacture 
is to confer a benefit on the commimity " — 
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I have thought it would not be out of place 
to give very briefly a general idea of how 
these books are produced, and to show you 
what progress has been made in thdr manu- 
fecture. 

It is not surprising that the art of litho- 
graphic printing should attain to the highest 
mark of excellence and cheapness combined 
in Germany when we reflect that Senefelder, 
its inventor, was a Gaman (though his 
invention was Ifirst brought to perfection in 
England), and that the prime necessity to 
the art — ^lithographic stone — ^is quarried in 
that country. The examples that I have 
chosen are from the work of a German 
printer, Herr Nister, of Nuremberg, who ranks 
among the first colour-printers of Europe 

I^ithography may in general terms be 
described simply as printing from stone in- 
stead of type. A peculiar limestone, slaty, 
compact, and fine-grained, is prepared, and 
on it is traced in chalk or with a fine pen 
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with prepared ink the drawing which has to 
be printed. In colour-printing, or chromo- 
lithography, for every separate colour a 
separate stone, containing that part only of 
the picture to be printed in that particular 
tint, has to be prepared, which is done by 
means of transfers, although sometimes 
additional effects are given by the super- 
position of colours. In such books as those 
before you as many as fourteen to seventeen 
different stones have to be used for one 
picture, so as to produce the effect of the 
original drawing, and the care and skill re- 
quired to do this are well-nigh unimaginable. 
I have brought down some books of 
proofs and some original pictures, and if 
you turn them over you can see the picture 
grow, as it were, as the impression of each 
o^our-stone is added. 

The smaller stones, each representing, 
say, a page of the book, being prepared, the 
drawings are transferred from them by a 
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chemical process to larger ones so as to fit 
the size of the sheet of paper on which the 
book is to be printed. The actual printing is, 
of course, by steam, and great precision and 
accuracy are required in order to insure a 
perfect register, as it is called, that is, to 
secure that each colour falls into its proper 
place, so as to faithfully represent the artist's 
original. 

For those who may be interested, the 
following more minute description of the 
processes in connexion with such a book 
as "Christmas Roses," a copy of which the 
President has so kindly given to each one 
here to-night, is given : — 

The first work the lithographer has to 
do is to go carefully through the pictures 
which have to go together in the same 
printing, and make up the scale of colours 
in which the whole reproduction has to be 
done. This is especially the work of the 
foreman. After this is done, the litho- 
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grapher puts a piece of gelatine on the 
picture, and makes the outlines by engraving 
with a needle or by drawing with a drawing- 
pen and ink. In case the outline is en- 
graved, the piece of gelatine has to be 
nibbed over slightly with lithographers' chalk 
so that the deep lines in the gelatine take up 
the black chalk. Then the printer has to 
transfer the gelatine outline very carefully 
on to stone. In case the picture has to 
be reproduced in a smaller size than the 
original, the outline has to be transferred 
again on the ^^ pantograph^ and to be reduced 
by it. The outer part of the ^^ panto- 
graph^^ is an iron frame with screws and 
toothed wheels in the four comers. The 
pieces, a, are steel rails which can be 
moved in the direction of the four arrows 
indicated in the diagram. On these steel 
rails small brass bands, crossing each other, 
are fastened, c. These bands are con- 
structed on the same principle as a well-

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known toy for children. They look thus — ' 

when opened, and 

thus — 

when closed. These bands 

cause the equal expansion and drawing 

together again at all ends of the india-rubber 

skin, c^ which is fixed on them very strongly. 

The design being on this india-rubber skin, 

can, by turning the winch handle, d^ be 

reduced or enlarged. 

If the outline is of the right size, it is 

then transferred on stone again by a special 

process. From this stone, which is called 

" the key-stone," as many transfers are made 

on other stones as colours are required for 

the whole reproduction, and on these stones 

the different colours are drawn. Then the 

lithographer continues his work. He draws 

the first plate. Page i in the volume of 

proofe shows this drawing in the right colour. 

[Some of the proof-books show the drawing 

B 2 
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in black as well, which gives a sharper point, 
and is better for controlling if the work is 
properly done.] The colour is also printed 
on the keystone impression, to show if the 
lithographer has not drawn over the outline. 
You will see by the proof-book show the 
work advances further, and you wiUalwaysfind 
a proof with the additional colour and one 
proof in black, showing how the drawing for 
this additional colour looks. When the work 
has thus been finished by the lithographer, 
the printers take transfers firom the firsts 
second, &c., colour on a prepared transfer 
paper, and put the transfers of one colour 
on a sheet with as many outlines on it 
as pictures are to be printed. This is 
done on a window, where the printer can 
see through the paper, and has to be 
done with very great care, so that the colour 
registers well. This sheet, with drawings of 
the colour on, is put on a stone and trans- 
ferred, and this large stone is the one which 
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is used in the steam press for printing the 
edition. The colours are now printed in the 
same order as they have been drawn by the 
lithographer, that is, the light colours are 
always printed first 

In this brief and imperfect sketch I have 
dealt chiefly with books of English origin, 
for artists and authors are chiefly English, 
though the books are produced abroad. 
Euippe and America have generally derived 
their* supplies and ideas from English 
originals ; in feet, most of the best English 
colour-books are published simultaneously 
with foreign text in the chief European 
countries and in the United States ; but it 
is to Germany that we are as yet obliged to 
go for our best and cheapesf" colour-printing. 

* Of course I do not mean to imply that good 
coloar-printing cannot be done in England or in 
France. Any one who knows anything of the subject 
knows that it can be done well, but for cheapness and 
quality, in my experience* the Germans are unrivalled.

The question is often asked, How is it that 
Germany so far distances England and all 
other nations in this branch of mann&cture ? 
and much chagrin is often felt and expressed 
that such an amount of work should go out 
of this country. On this subject I have 
been particular to make some inquiries, and 
it would appear that the cause is not attri- 
butable to cheap labour, for as high, if nc»t 
higher, wages are paid in all departments 
than in England. Rent, of course, is less 
than in England, and naturally the cost of 
lithographic stones in that country is vastly 
below what it is on this side of the ChanneL 
The simple fact would appear to be that in 
aiming at the highest point of excellence, 
and by working in that thorough and pains- 
taking manner which characterises the 
Germans, they have been able to command 
so large a market, i>., to print such large 
editions, as to enable them, while surpassing 
aU competitors in the excellence of their 
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workmanship^ to produce at a cheaper rate 
than the lithographers of any other nation 
have been able to do. With the best artists, 
the best lithographers, and the best machine- 
men, the best results and the widest circu- 
lation are obtained, and therefore the 
cheapest books follow as a matter of coiurse. 
It is by this means that English and 
American publishers have been able to give 
to the world such cheap and beautiful books 
as some of those which I am exhibiting to- 
night 

Gratifying as it is to find that the best 
efforts of the be3t artists and the best 
printers are being employed to charm and 
please the little folk, it is, I think, a question 
whether these beautiful picture-books are 
such treasured things of joy as the old- 
fashioned ones were ; they are, I fancy, in the 
majority of cases held as things 

. . . . Too good 
For childhood nature's daily food, 
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and they are frequently a source of greater 
enjoyment to the parents than to the little 
ones for whom they are bought. 

The almost photographic realism of 
modern art is reflected in these books, 
which contain little or none of the play of 
fancy and imagination of the older schooL 
Mr. Walter Crane, speaking on this subject, 
said that his first impulse in the direction of 
making picture-books for children was due 
to the influence of Japanese art, and to 
the fact that it was only in designing pic- 
ture-books for the nursery that he found 
scope for imaginative work. Herein lies, 
perhaps, much of the secret of the "Struwwel- 
peter." Grimly realistic as much of it is, 
there are bits of fancy and incentives to the 
imaginative powers of children that make it 
ever wonderful and ever new. 

Thus far I have dealt only with the 
pictorial side of my subject, and have said 
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nothing of the literary contents of the books. 
The old-fashioned nursery rhymes and 
stories have given place to modem versifiers, 
and it is but rarely the change has been for 
the better, either from the literary or the 
pecuniary point of view; for, as I have 
pointed out, the picture-books which illus- 
trate the classics of the nursery are always 
the most in demand. 

In this department there is, indeed, room 
for great improvement Children are keen 
critics, and if some of the writers on whose 
verses some of these beautiful pictures have 
been vrasted could only hear the remarks 
made on their productions, they would hardly 
dare to put pen to paper again. There are, 
of course, some notable exceptions. I be- 
lieve there is nothing more difficult than to 
write well and in a manner entertaining to 
children, though there are some here to- 
night who have succeeded. 
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But my time is exhausted, and I must 
close, llie subject to me is a foscinating 
and interesting one in many ways, and not 
least because — 

I think (tf one old nursery-book I read in years 

i^ne, 
Where the letters were not lit with flowers, where no 

bright pictures shone. 
Yet with aU its battered pages it is made of gold for 

me, 
For it brings me back my mother's love, and all she 

used to be.
